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SUMMARY: EMBASSY ALREADY HAS BEEN COLLECTING 
INPORMATION ON GONZALEZ CASE. IT APPEARS ARGUMENT THAT 
HE WAS KILLED BY THE GN RATHER THAN SHOT IN SHOOTOUT IS 
STRONG. INVESTIGATION BY THE NATIONAL GUARD (GN) IS 
UNDERWAY AND CONGRESSIONAL PRESIDENT HUECK ANNOUNCED PRIOR TO 
HIS DEPARTURE FOR WASHINGTON HE HAD LEFT INSTRUCTIONS FOR 
INVESTIGATION BY CONGRESSIONAL HUMAN RIGHTS COMMITTEE. 

PURTHER DEVELOPMENTS WILL BE REPORTED AS THEY OCCUR. 

END SUMMARY. 

1. THE GN ACCOUNT REPERRED TO LIVE PERSONS INITIATING A 
SHOOTOUT WITH A GN PATROL CONDUCTING SEARCHES OF VEHICLES. 

TWO PERSONS INCLUDING GONZALEZ WERE KILLED AND THE OTHER 
THREE (ONE WOUNDED) ESCAPED. THE SECOND PERSON, WHOSE 
IDENTITY IS UNCLEAR, SUPPOSEDLY HAD A PALSE IDENTITY CARD OP THE 
HONDURAN ARMED FORCES INTELLIGENCE SERVICE. THAT GONZALEZ 
COULD HAVE BEEN INVOLVED IN GUERRILLA ACTIVITIES WAS 

LENT CREDENCE BY THE FACT TWO OF HIS BROTHERS HAD PREVIOUSLY 
BEEN ACCUSED OP SUCH ACTIVITY. ONE OP THE BROTHERS SOUGHT 
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EXILE IN THE MEXICAN EMBASSY IN MANAGUA AND WAS GRANTED 
ASYLUM. THE OTHER MANAGED TO LEAVE THE COUNTRY 
CLANDESTINELY. 

2. ON SEPTEMBER 7, POLOPF SPOKE WITH DECEASED'S BROTHER JAIME 
AND HIS SISTER POR OVER TWO HOURS. JAIME IS A DOCTOR AND IS ONE OF 
THE THREE SIGNERS OP THE MEDICAL DECLARATION REPERRED TO IN 
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REFTEL. BOTH HAD SEEN THEIR BROTHER'S BODY AND ATTEST TO 

THE EACT THERE WAS NO BULLET WOUND. THE SECOND BODY, HOWEVER, 

DID BEAR A BULLET WOUND IN THE EOREHEAD. THEY STATED THEIR 
BROTHER HAD BEEN TAKEN ALIVE TO THE GN COMMAND WHERE HE WAS 
BEATEN TO DEATH BY RIELE BLOWS AS INDICATED BY MARKS ON HIS 
BODY. 

3. THERE IS REPORTEDLY AN EARLIER AUTOPSY BY A FORENSIC 
DOCTOR WHICH STATES RAUL WAS KILLED BY A BULLET WOUND, WHICH 
EMBOEES HAVE NOT SEEN BUT THE EAMILY ACKNOWLEDGES. THEY SAY 
THE DOCTOR WAS PRESSURED BY THE GN TO SIGN THIS REPORT. 

4. DR. GONZALEZ AND HIS SISTER STATE THAT ALL ACCUSATIONS 

OE GUERRILLA ACTIVITY ON THE PART OP EAMILY MEMBERS ARE PALSE 

AND ARE A VENDETTA AGAINST THE FAMILY RESULTING PROM A LAND DISPUTE. 

A LIEUTENANT RIVERA IN THE GN SECURITY SERVICE IS, ACCORDING 

TO THEM, THE ACCUSER AND HE IS MOTIVATED BY THE FACT THAT 

HIS FATHER, THE PORMER MAYOR OP CONDEGA, WAS OPPOSED BY THE 

GONZALEZ EAMILY AND LOST IN HIS EPPORT TO TAKE OVER 

SOME LAND WHICH BELONGED TO THE GONZALEZ EAMILY. 

5. THE GONZALEZ' STATE THERE ARE WITNESSES TO THEIR VERSION 
OP THEIR BROTHER'S DEATH. THEY STATE THAT THE SECOND 
PERSON KILLED HAD NOTHING TO DO WITH THEIR BROTHER 

BUT WAS SIMPLY PASSING BY WITH TWO COMPANIONS WHEN 
THEIR BROTHER WAS BEING BEATEN BY THE GN. WHEN HE 
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INTERPERRED HE WAS SHOT. THE OTHER TWO COMPANIONS 
ARE WITNESSES IP THEY CAN BE POUND. THERE IS SUPPOSED 
TO BE A THIRD WITNESS WHO SAW RAUL GONZALEZ BEATEN 
AND TAKEN AWAY TO THE GN COMMAND. THEY SAY PERSONS 
LIVING NEAR THE COMMAND HEARD THEIR BROTHER CALL OUT 
HIS NAME, BUT THAT THESE PEOPLE PROBABLY WOULD BE TOO 
APRAIND TO TESTIPY. A CAPUCHIN PRIEST REPORTEDLY SAW 
THE GONZALEZ VEHICLE APTER THE SUPPOSED SHOOT-OUT AND 
SAW NO INDICATION OP DAMAGE. THE PACT THAT WINDOWS ARE NOW 
SHOT OUT OP THE VEHICLE WOULD INDICATE IT WAS DONE 
APTER THE PACT. EMB IS ATTEMPTING TO CONTACT THE PRIEST. 

6. THE GONZALEZ FAMILY, AND JAIME IN PARTICULAR, IS 
WELL KNOWN BY PRESIDENT SOMOZA, GEN. JOSE R. SOMOZA 

AND OTHER SOMOZA EAMILY MEMBERS AS LIBERAL PARTY MEMBERS. HE, 

JAIME, HAS APPEALED DIRECTLY TO THEM POR 

INVESTIGATION AND PUNISHMENT OP THOSE RESPONSIBLE 

POR HIS BROTHER'S DEATH. THE GN HAS ALREADY LAUNCHED AN 

INVESTIGATION. CONGRESSIONAL PRESIDENT HUECK PUBLICLY 

STATED AT THE TIME OP HIS DEPARTURE POR WASHINGTON 

POR THE PANAMA CANAL TREATY SIGNING CEREMONY THAT HE HAD 

LEFT INSTRUCTION FOR AN INVESTIGATION. POLOPF UNDER- 
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STANDS A MOTION WILL BE INTRODUCED SEPTEMBER 9 IN THE 
CONGRESS EOR AN INVESTIGATION OE THE GONZALEZ CASE BY 
A HUMAN RIGHTS COMMITTEE OE THE CONGRESS. 

7. COMMENT: ON THE BASIS OE INEORMATION AND DOCUMENTS 
EURNISHED BY THE GONZALEZ EAMILY IT SEEMS THEIR 
VERSION OE THEIR BROTHER HAVING BEEN BEATEN TO DEATH 
RATHER THAN KILLED IN A SHOOTOUT MAY BE TRUE, AND THE 
POSSIBILITY MAY EXIST TO ESTABLISH THE VERACITY OE THEIR 
ACCUSATION AGAINST THE GN. EMB WILL CONTINUE TO SEEK 
EURTHER INEORMATION AND EOLLOW RESULTS OF INVESTIGATIONS.
